Britain rules out 
swapping Prime 

LONDON. Nov. 13 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher has ruled our the pos- 
sibility of any deal with the Soviets to swap 
convicted spy Geoffrey Prime for a Western 
agent or agents held by Moscow, ihe London 
Times reported Saturday. 

It quoted government sources as saying 
Mrs. Tbaieher was opposed to any deal that 
would enable Prime to escape the long jail 
term imposed on him at London’s Old Bailey 
central criminal court last Wednesday. 

Prime. 44 a former translator at Britain's 
electronic iniellige ncc- gat he ring govern mem 
communications headquarters, was sen- 
tenced to 35 years after pleading guilty to 
passing top secret information to the Soviets. 
He was sentenced to a further three years 
after pleading guilty to sexually molesting 
three girls aged between 1 1 and 14. 

Lord Lane, the lord chief justice, said at the 
trial that Prime had done "incalculable 
harm” to Britain and ils NATO allies through 
1 4 years of treachery . Jn the past, Britain has 
swapped spies with the Soviets. Intelligence 
sources said Prime could become “a work of 
reference for some time to come" on Soviet 
intelligence work and aims.

Rich tributes paid 


MOSCOW, Nov. 13 (AFP) — Yuri 
Andropov, the newly-elected Communist 
Party secretary general, has warned the West 
that peace can only be preserved through 
“the indestructible power of the Soviet 
armed forces." 

Andropov, addressing his colleagues on 
the central committee Friday, .said h was 
“futile to seek peace from the imperialists”, 
and made it clear that the commitment of his 
predecessor, Leonid Brezhnev, to streng- 
thening the Soviet arsenal would be faithfully 
maintained. 

- Western diplomats are. taking Andropov’s 
remarks seriously. The new Soviet chief is 
believed to be tough, intelligent negotiator 
who, like his predecessors, wUl be obliged to 
seek the backing of the military, hierarchy. 
Although sparing of words, Andropov has 
over the years made relatively clear his 
attitude toward the West and Communist- 
capitalist coexistence. 

Last AprQ, speaking during ceremonies 
marking the 112th anniversary of Lenin’s 
birth, he dismissed the West's stated com- 
mitment to peace and raised serious doubts 
on its willingness to achieve disarmament. 
Western peace overtures, he said, “are only 
political maneuvers to delude public opin- 
ion." 

He accused Western leaders of taking part 
in negotiations "to create illusions and 
weaken public vigilance in order to continue 
the arms race." 

Six years ago, when he was head of the 
KGB intelligence and security agency, 
Andropov declared that "the ideological 
struggle, that is the historical conflict over the 
merits of one or the other system and the 


means to conduct humanity to progress, is not 
over. The struggle is destined to go on." 

Western diplomats here do not doubt 
Andropov's unequivocal willingness to- rein- 
force the Communist movement worldwide, 
as he pledged in his eulogy to Brezhnev. 

Although he is not known as a theoretician, 
the new general secretary does adhere to an 
interpretation of political pluralism that 
allows diversity of opinion but categorically 
rules out class antagonism and the creation of

Thousands file past body 


MOSCOW, Nov. .13 (AP) — Tens of 
thousands of Soviets, trekking six-abreasl in 
"a two. mile (3.2 kilometers) line, paid their 
respects Saturday to tbe late Preside nr 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, whose body was on dis- 
play in a downtown hall. . 

Tbe slow-moving line of mourners snaked 
past police lines from Mayakovsky Square to 
the columned hall of the House of Unions on 
Prospekt Marx, where the open casket lay on 
a bier of red and white flowers. . 

The sun was shining at midday, and the 
temperature was 4 degrees Celsius (39 F.), 
but tbe weather became chilly in the after- 
noon when mist descended on the city. 

The line of mourners moved slowly into the 
side door of the House of Unions from Push- 
kin Street, and visitors bad about 30 seconds 
to view the body, which was spotlighted 
under chandeliers draped in black bunting. 

. Brezhnev, who died after a heart attack 
Wednesday at age 75 after ruling tbe Soviet 
Union for 1 8 years, will be buried Modnay on 
Red Square along the northeast wall of the 
Kremlin, only the 10th 'Soviet hero to be 
accorded the honor of a grave there. 

Vladimir I. Lenin, founder of the Soviet 
state, is buried there in a red marble 
mausoleum. Josef Stalin's grave, marked 
with a bust, is also beside the high brick wall. 

Yuri V. Andropov, former- chief of the 
KGB secret police, was named Friday to 
replace Brezhnev as the all-powerful general 
secretary of the Communist Party. A portrait 
of the 68-year-old Andropov was printed 
Saturday on the from page of Provdo, the 
country's leading newspaper, but tbe official 
texts gave no new hints about the policies be 
intends to pursue. 


Hundreds of foreign dignitaries, including 
many heads of state, announced they would 
attend the funeral. U.S. -Vice-President! 
George Bush and Secretary of Stare George 
P. Shultz were arriving Sunday to represent 
the United States. 

Indira Gandhi, the prime minister of 
India, and Pakistan President Muhammad 
Zia ul-Haq will attend the funeral: 
Brezhnev’s 49-year-old son, Yuri, a first 
deputy minister of foreign trade, was not seen 
among the 40 family mournen; at Friday’s 
ceremony in tbe pale green and white build- 
ing, which was draped with red Soviet flags 
trimmed with black. 

Central Moscow was virtually sealed 
Saturday for the second day, with police in 
gray wool overcoats and soldiers in brown 
overcoats with matching Shapka caps lining 
the central streets and major intersections, 
turning back anyone lacking a pass. Subway 
stations in the Red Square area were closed. 

An American correspondent on foot was 
turned back at Revolution Square, 300 met- 
ers from the House of Unions, and police said 
only Soviet citizens in organized groups were 
permitted to approach the hafl.

WARSAW, Nov. 13 (AFP) — Poles were 
Saturday eagerly awaiting the first appear- 
ance of Lech Walesa, leader of the outlawed 
trade union Solidarity, following the televi- 
sion announcement Friday that he had been 
released from internment in Arlamowo, fiye 
kilometers from the Soviet border. 

An interior ministry spokesman Saturday 
confirmed tbe television announcement say- 
ing, “ Mr. Walesa has been freed and he has ■ 
left Arlamowo." But he gave no indication of 
the union leader’s whereabouts. 

Walesa’s friend Henryk Jankowski told 
Agence France- Presse in a phone interview 
from the Baltic port of Gdansk that he 
thought Walesa was somewhere in Warsaw.

Iraqis back Saddam 

MANAMA, Nov. 13 (AFP) — Mass 
demonstrations of some four million Iraqis 
’.ook place in the capital Baghdad at dawn 
Saturday in support of the government of 
President Saddam Hussein, the Iraqi News 
Agency, INA, monitored here, reported. 

The street inarches were in response to. a 
call last week by President Hussein that 
either the nonaligned conference or the 
Organization of the Islamic Conference 
supervise a referendum in both Iraq and Iran 
to test the legitimacy of each regime. 

According to a report from Khartoum sev- 
eral hundred Snndanese citizens applied at 
recruiting centers Saturday to join the Iraqi 
forces in their battle against Iran.

Observers said Walesa’s release, which 
.even last Thursday appeared implausible, 
could split the ranks of Solidarity members 
still in hiding. 

The more radical segments of the outlawed 
union have already takled of “capitulation" 
by Walesa in accepting martial law and the 
banning of Solidarity by signing his fener to 
Gen. Jahizelski, as primed in the official 
press, by identifying himself as “corporal.” 
But observers said the majority of Poles still 
supported the union leader. 

In Brussels, where Solidarity has estab- 
lished its headquarters abroad, union rep- 
resentatives expressed caution over the offi- 
cial announcement of his release. 

“ Lech Walesa has not yet returned home 
and his wife hasn't seen him yet,” a spokes- 
man for the Brussels office said. “ As far as we 
are concerned his liberation is not yet a real-

Gemayers visit to the Kingdom is of spe-

Reagan to lift 
pipeline curbs 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 13 (R) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan plans to announce 
Saturday he is lifting sanctions against the 
Soviet natural-gas pipeline, administration 
officials said. 

They said it was. ‘virtually certain' that the 
president would make the announcement in 
his weekly radio speech at 1205 p.m. (1705 
GMT), following agreement with West 
European allies on restrictions in East- West 
trade. 

The officials said the West European allies 
had agreed to study ways of limiting subsid- 
ized credit and high technology to the Soviet 
Union among other actions. President 
Reagan felt that the accord, worked out in 
Washington in negotiations during the past 
few weeks, enabled him to lift sanctions 
against tbe pipeline. 

Reagan first imposed the sanctions last 
December, shortly after the declaration of 
martial law in Poland. The first order barred 
U.S. companies from exporting equipment 
and technology for the pipeline, being con- 
structed to carry Siberian natural gas to 
Western Europe. 

In June, he expanded his restrictions to 
cover overseas U.S. subsidiaries and foreign 
companies making pipeline equipment under 
U.S. license. The United States imposed 
sanctions against West German. British 
I talian and French companies supplying 
pipeline equipment on the instruction erf their 
governments, which bad been angered by the 
president’s actions. 

Hussein , Hassan 
to view ME. peace 

RABAT. Nov. 1 3 (R) — King Hussein of 
Jordan arrived here Saturday to lead an Arab 
League committee scheduled to visit Pans for 
talks with French President Francois Mitter- 
rand. officials said. He will then proceed to 
the Soviet Union and Communist China. 

King Hussein is expected to confer with 
King Hassan. who led tbe committee when it 
visited W ashin gton last month, on Middle 
East peace prospects. 

Diplomatic sources said Friday that the 
Moroccan monarch would lead the commit- 
tee when it goes to Paris next Tuesday, but 
the same sources said- Saturday this was a 
mistake and confirmed that it would be led by 
the Jordanian leader. 

The committee composed of die foreign 
ministers of Saudi Arabia. Algeria. Jordan. 
Morocco. Syria and Tunisia, with a represen- 
tative of the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. was set up in September by the 12th 
Arab summit meeting in Fez, It was entrusted 
with a mission to promote a Middle East 
peace plan adopted by the summits 


after the Israeli invasion and during the pre- 
vious assaults on that country. King Fahd 
remained constantly in touch with Lebanese 
leaders from the moment he heard about the 
invasion. He made tireless efforts to urge the 
leaders of the United States and Western 
Europe to bring pressure on Israel to with- 
draw totally from Lebanese territory. 

Gemayel, 39, was for 1 2 years a member of 
parliament. He was elected president for a six 
year term on Sept. 21, 1982 to succeed his 
brother Bashir Gemayel slain in a bomb 
anack Sept. 14.

The mayor referred to the various educa- 
tional, health, construction, youth welfare, 
road building, city beautification, telecom- 
munications, transport, water, sewage, 
agricultural, electricity and other projects in 
Riyadh. But despite all this, he said Riyadh is 
still faraway from meeting the King’s wishes 
for it.

Egypt exposes Israeli plan 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (AP) - Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Kamal Hassan Ali 
accused Israel Friday of planning “the sheer 
annexation" of the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip territories and called on the 
United States id open a dialogue with tbe 
Palestine Liberation Organization E n. rejig 
from a long meeting with U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz. Ali told reporters he 
brought President Ronald Reagan and Shultz 
a proposal from the PLQ of how best to 
involve Palestinians in the peace process. 

But AJi, who met in Paris recently with 
PLO representatives, said the PLO leader- 
ship continues to refuse to meet U.S. 
demands that it recognize the right of Israel 
to exist, the precondition the United States 
has set to any recognition or negotiations 
with the PLO, 

. From what I learn from the 
PLO, this is not to take place for the lime 
being at least,” Ali Said. He said he brought 
Shultz no promises from the PLO. adding 
that “ I just explained their views.” 

“The PLO has an essential role in the 
forthcoming discussions and negotiations for 
(resolution) of the Palestinian problem." he 
said. Ali was asked whether the PLO message 
asked that the United States recognize the 
organization as the representative of the 
Palestinian people in exchange for PLO rec- 
ognition of Israel's right to exist. “It didn't 
include such a mutual recognition.” he said. 

Ali made clear, however, that Egypt 
believes the United States should meet soon 
with PLO leaders. And he said he wfll discuss 
“the possibilities’’ further on Friday with 
Ambassador Philip Habib, Reagan's Middle 
East envoy. 

*• It has always been my point of view that it 


is necessarv for the United States to establish 
communication or start a dialogue with the 
PLO." he said. 

Ali met with Reagan and delire red a per- 
sonal message from Egyptian President 
HosnJ Mubarak. He told reporters it « pass- 
ible Mubarak will visit Washington early next 
year. AJi, who flew here Thursday after a visit 
to Canada, said he hopes that the upcoming 
visit to Washington of Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahetn Begin marks a change in Israeli 
policy. 

Begin is in the United States for a 10-day 
visit devoted largely to speeches before Jew- 
ish audiences. 

Ali said Reagan's peace initiative consti- 
tutes “a positive step toward a just, lasting 
and comprehensive peace in the Middle East. 
Bur he also expressed" Egypt's deep concern 
over the gradual loss of momentum in tbe 
peace process." 

He said Egypt is pleased that the United 
States is not discouraged by Isracr s rejection 
of Reagan's initiative “and will continue to 
esen itj; efforts to help the necessary 
atmosphere for the peace process to regain its 
momentum.” 

Ali said Egypt believes it is imperative that 
no obstacle be placed in the way of imple- 
menting the early withdrawal of Israeli and 
other foreign forces from Lebanon. 

He sharply criticized Isracr s decision to 
expand and build new settlements in the 
occupied territories and to fill them with 8.4 
million people over the next 30 years. 

"This is most troubling as this can only be 
interpreted as a plan for the sheer annexation 
of the Palestinian occupied lands,” he £aid. 


3 Arabs die in Beirut blast 


BEIRUT, Nov. 13 (AP) — Two car bombs 
near tbe U.S.-guarded Beirut International 
Airport Saturday killing at least three Arabs 
and injuring three others. 

Lebanon's state television said at least two 
Lebanese civilians were killed in a bomb blast 
near the Lebanese police station of the 
Israeli-occupied town of Shweifai. eight 
kilometers south of Beirut’s center. 

The privately owned Voice of Lebanon 
radio station said there were "dozens of 
casualties” in the Shweifar blast that occurred 
at 1:55 p.ra. (1155GMT) and set off a big 
Fire. 

Police said a car bomb at 12 noon 
( 1 000G MT) killed the Syrian owner of a sew- 
ing workshop and injured Ouee Lebanese sis- 
ters employed at the two-story shop near a 
mosque in the Bourj £I-Barajneh Palestinian 
refugee camp on Beirut’s southern edge. 

A police spokesman, who declined to be 
named in keeping with government regula- 
tions, said there was no evidence the two car 
bombings were related. 

H said the Bourj El-Barajneh blast 
appeared to be the result of a dispute over 
rent between the Lebanese landlord and the 
Syrian workshop proprietor. But he said 
police had no clue to the motive for the 
Shweifat bombing. 

The two sites, three kilometers apart, over- 
look the airport that is guarded by U.S. 
marines of tbe 4,000-member Multinational 
Peacekeeping force. The rest of the force 
consists of French and Italian paratroopers. 

The Beirut blasts came as rescuers con- 
tinued digging into the rubble of the head- 
quarters of the Israeb military governor in the 
southern Lebanese port city of Tyre that col- 
lapsed after a powerful explosion Thursday. 
The bodies of more than 71 Israeli soldiers 
and Arabs have been recovered so far. 


Palestine Liberation Organization Chair- 
man Yasser Arafat said in an interview 
broadcast by the Paris-based radio Monte 
Carlo Friday night that PLO commandos and 
nationalists Lebanese militiamen engineered 
the Tyre blast. He did not elaborate. 

Arafat and the bulk of his fighters were 
evacuated from Beirut during August and 
September. 

But up to 1 0,000 PLO commandos still are 
based in northern and eastern Lebanon, and 
the PLO contends it is still active behind 
Israeli lines in the rest of Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, police said a shaky cease-fire 
had survived minor exchanges of machine 
gun fire between Christians and Deuzinafew 
villages south of Beirut. Three persons were 
killed in the shooting in the Chouf mountains.

Scale model ofWasiarVillage 
draws building show interest 


LONDON, Nov. 13 — An architect’s 
model of Wasia Village was shown as an 
unexpected exhibit during the London Bidd- 
ing Center Exhibition here. 

The self-sufficient village, designed by 
Yakeley Associates, architects in Cambridge 
who were sub-contractors to Sir MacDonald 
and Partners, who are responsible for the 
£225 mfflion water supply project for 
Riyadh, is situated in tbe desert 60 miles east 
of Riyadh. It houses the staff and familiar of 
employees running tbe project. 

Total population of the village is almost 
1,000 with 268 houses, 1 85 flats, two schools, 
14 shops, a mosque, a clinic, a recreation 


center and other facilities. The plan follows 
the form of a traditional Arab village with 
buildings designed to reduce heat gain and 
provide protection from tbe wind and sun. 

Narrow, shaded streets weave through 
tightly-knit housing leading to open spaces at 
the center of tbe village. The water supply 
project was designed to supply a daily output 
of 200,000 cubic meters of treated water 
pumped from deej» desen aquiflers to a ter- 
minal reservoir hear Riyadh. 

Tbe plan was conceived five years ago and 
construction work began in 197V. It was for- 
mally opened in June last year.

Jeddah water 
contract awarded 

HEY WOOD, Nov. 13 (LPS) — Designed 
to yield 30,000 cubic meters of water a day 
for irrigation, industrial and some domestic 
uses, a treatment plant to handle waste from a 
sewage works at Jeddah has been ordered by 
the Western Region Water and Sewerage 
Department. 

The new plant, working on the reverse 
osmosis principle, will be built by British 
specialists Ames Crosta Babcock, water 
treatment process designers and contractors. 
The turnkey contract is worth £21 million to 
tbe British company. 

Tbe company believes the plant is the first 
in the Middle East to treat sewage to a stan- 
dard within the recommendations for drink- 
ing water of the World Health Organization 
(WHO). This second class supply means that 
tbe demands on Jeddah's potable water sup- 
ply wfll be lessened. 

The contract, which is to be completed 
within two years, followed by a period during 
which Ames Crosta Babcock will supervise 
operations and maintenance, calls for the 
building of all civil structures, an off-site 
T reservoir and inter-connecting pipework.

U.S. general sees Soviet buildup 


Man confesses Bonn bares terrorist plot 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 13 (AP) - The 
lop U.S. military officer said that new Soviet 
leader Yuri Andropov will continue an anus 
buildup because he must assure himself of 
. support from the military establishment to 
hold his position. 

" Andropov has got to have the support of 
! the military." Gen. John Vessey. chairman of 
the U.S. joint chiefs of staff, told reporters at 
a breakfast meeting Friday. 

. This view reflected the w idespread opinion 
among American defense officials and intel- 
ligence specialists that the Soviet military 
represents the main force for stability m the 
Soviet Union. 

These defense officials said the late Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev made certain of 
such support by giving the Soviet military just 
about everything it wanted. Like other U.S. 
officials. Vessey said he anticipated no major 
changes in the directiun of Soviet policy 
under Andropov. 


“ I don t think we’ II see any changes,” Ves- 
sey said. Referring to the continuing growth 
of Soviet weaponry and the appearance of 
new gene rations of planes, ships and missiles, 
Vessey said, "those programs are on the 
road.” 

Vessey said that "Andropov surprised 
everyone by being appointed general sccrei- 
aty so quickly." 

Vessey said he did not know, in advance of 
the Soviet official announcement, that it was 
Brezhnev who had died. Other officials have 
said that they had received rumors that some 
other Soviet leader in the Politburo had died. 

In line with his projection that the Soviet 
Union would continue on its present course 
for at least a period. Vessey said" it would be a 
difficult time for the Soviet Union to move off 
its negotiating position"' in arms reduction 
talks. 

He rejected the idea, advanced by a repor- 
ter. thatthechangoverat the top in the Krem- 


lin to Andropov might present -an opportun- 
ity for the United States to send a signal that it 
was willing ro ease the arms race by reducing 
defense spending. “ We have neglected our 
(defenses) for the past 10 years, ” Vessey 
said, contending that " wc can't stop rebuild- 
ing" those defenses. 

Vessey said that if there was to be a change 
in Soviet policy direction, the first indication 
might come in Afghanistan, where Soviet 
forces have been bogged down in a continu- 
ing fight with rebel bands. However, Vessey 
said he regarded this as “ unlikely.'’ 

At the same time, he did not rule out the 
possibility -that the Soviets,, under 
Andropov's lead, could take some unex- 
pected action. " We -could be surprised,” he 
acknowledged. 

In referring to Afghanistan, Vessey said 
the Soviets have "a very large problem" 
there. 


Red Army backs Kre mlin leadership 


-* MOSCOW. Nov. 13 (AP) — Soviet 
Defense Minister Dmitri Ustinov, in his first 
speech since the death of Leonid I. Brezhnev. 

1 said the Red Army firmly backs the new 
Kremlin leadership and is ready to defend the 
motherland. 

Ustinov made no mention of Brezhnev's 
- policy of detente with the West, but praised 
him for building up Soviet military might. 
Addressing the Soviet general staff at a meet- 
ing mourning Brezhnev's death Friday, 
Ustinov did not directly mention Yuri. V. 

' Andropov, named Friday to replace Brezh- 
nev in the powerful post of Communist Party 
general secretary. 

But he said "the armed force of the USSR 


arc consolidating even closer around the 
Communist Party and its Leninist central 
committee." Observers said his phrasing 
clearly indicated support for the collective 
Kremlin leadership now headed by 
Andropov. 

Ustinov, 74. is a senior member of the rul- 
ing 1 2-man Soviet Politburo and is consi- 
dered a pivotal figure in the succession. His 
speech, carried by the official Soviet news 
agency Tass, reflected a tougher foreign pol- 
icy line en undated by Brezhnev in a Kremlin 
speech to Red Army generals on Oct. 27. In a 
separate speech Friday, Andropov also voi- 
ced the hardening line of the Soviet leader- 
ship.

Hill said Davis claims he murdered 33 men 
from iy71 to 1973, many times after having 
perverse relations with them before shooting 
them in the bead. 

Detectives from several , states have flown 
here and are satisfied that Davis is respons- 
ible for some murders in their areas that he 
has described in explicit detail. H31 said. 

Davis escaped from the Illinois prison at 
Chester after apparently commandeering a 
car belonging to Joteph Cushman, 52, _a 
foreman at the prison farm, Illinois 
authorities said. 

Cushman, the father of five children, had 
been killed with an ax in a storage area out- 
side the walls of the facility where Davis, a 
native of Toledo, Ohio, was assigned to store 
tools. Davis was reported missing after an 
inmate count later that evening. 

At the time of his escape, Davis was serving 
a murder sentence and a concurrent aimed 
robbery term for the killing of a Roman 
Catholic priest in Chicago -in 1971-

' A . well-placed source in South Africa said 
Friday the swap could come as soon as Mon- 
. day in the Zambian capital. Lusaka. A 
Lusaka-based American diplomat said the 
exchange is set for sometime next week. 
Neither source would allow his name to be 
used. 

The sources describe the deal this way: In 
exchange for the three Americans — two of 
.them soldiers of fortune and the third a pilot 
— pro-Western guerrillas opposed to the 
Angolan regime are set to free a Roman 
Catholic archbishop and two Soviet military 
advisers. 

... South Africa, which backs the Angolan 
guerrillas and mounts raids into Angola, is to 
join the deal by freeing 90 Angolan regulars, 
a Soviet sergeant major and a Cuban. 

They were captured during South Africa's 
attack into southern Angola and their release 

■ represents a concession by the vehemently 

■ anti -Communist South Africans, who say 

Marxist influence in Angola destabilizes the 
region. ' L . 

Angola allows fighters of" the Southwest 
Africa Peoples Organization (SWAPO) to 
maintain military bases in the Angolan south. 

The archbishop and others were captured by 
South African-backed guerrillas of the- 
National Union for the Total Independence 
of Angola (UNITA).

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (R) — The 
chairman of the American military joint 
chiefs of staff said the US- Navy may have to 
scrap hs costly FA-18 fighter bomber 
because it lacks the necessary combat range. 
Gen. John Veseytold reporters: "I have confi- 
dence that whatever is wrong with FA-1 8 can 
be fixed," but he added: “If they have a tur- 
key it should not be produced." Asked if the 
plane might be scrapped in light of recent 
unfavorable reports, be said: “ Yes, I am sure 
there is a chance." 

Navy pilots tested the attack version of the 
McDonnell Douglas plane over several 
months and found it failed to meet the 880- 
lrilometer combat radius range the navy set 
for ft. The pflots also reported technical prob- 
lems, but the navy said those were being 
remedied.

Deng’s moderation fake — Chiang 


PARIS, Nov. 13 (AFP) — Nationalist 
leader Chiang Ching-koo said in an interview 
published in the French weekly magazine, 
Figaro, that nothing had changed in Com- 
munist China since the death of Mao Tse- 
tung and that Peking's opening toward the 
West was only an adaptation to events. 

President Chiang said Chinese strongman 
Deng Xiaoping’s supposed moderation was 
fake and China's ideology remained the 
same, and the Communist Party's control 
over power and people's minds remained as 
all-e tabracing as ever. 

He added that the “the liberalized zones 
shown foreigners were just a patchwork of 
the regime.” “The West must never forget 


that the Chinese Communists are Marxist- 
Leninists and have only one object, the 
spreading of communism over the free 
world,” Chiang added. 

Speaking of recent moves toward recon- 
ciliation between China and the Soviet 
Union, President Chiang said relations bet- 
ween the two nations were complex and 
paradoxical: “On the one hand they are 
antagonistic because they both want to lead 
the world Communist movement, and on the 
other hand they are cooperative because they 
are both Communist and preach world 
revolution.” 

President Chiang said he was convinced 
Taiwan’s relations with the United States 


would strengthen and said he had already 
stated why Taiwan was opposed to closer 
U.S. relations with Peking. 

While President Chiang admitted that the 
trade deficit between Taiwan and Japan was a 
serious problem, he said the recent signing of 
a number of agreements in principle would 
help correct the situation. 

Finally Taiwan's leader complained of the 
*' discriminatory” altitude of European coun-' 
tries toward Taiwan, which he said had 
always given Western European nations pre- 
ferential customs tariffs. He added that today 
“Western Europe was an important trading 
partner” for his country. 


American actor indicted on drug charges 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 13 (AP) - 
Academy award-winning actor Richard 
Dreyfuss was indicted Friday on felony drug 
possession charges following the discovery of 
cocaine and another drug in his clothing after 
an auto accident last month, of fi c i al s said. 

Dreyfuss, 34, was charged with one count 
of possession of cocaine and one count of 
possession of oxycodone, a pain-killer com- 
monly known as Fercodan, said district attor- 
ney’s, spokesman A. Albergate. 

Each charge is a felony and carries a max- 


imum penally of three years in prison, Alber- 
gate said. However, Dreyfuss could be elig- 
ible for" diversion” meaning he could attend 
drug classes “for six to 12 months and have 
the whole thing wiped off his record," Alber- 
gate said.

Palestinian rights are key to peace in Middle East 


By Lord Caradon 

Amongst all the devastation and suffering and 
confusion in the Middle East one factor has 
emerged clear and convincing. It is that there is no 
hope for peace in the region and no hope for sec- 
urity for Israel without recognition of the rights of 
the Palestinians. 

“A central reality in the Middle East” those were 
■ the words which the United States Secretary of 
' State Shultz used last July when he asserted that 
“the fegitinugte.jaee^s apd problems of the Palesti- 
nian people must be addressed and resolved — 
urgently and in all their dimensions.” 

The famous Jewish writer, LF. Stone, has long 
been warning us that: “Reconciliation alone can 
guarantee Israel's survival- Israel can exhaust itself 
with new wars. It can pull down the pillars on itself 
and its neighbors. But h can live only by reviving the 
spirit of fraternity and justice and conciliation 
which the prophets preached.” 

And it was I.F. Stone who told us: “All else 
becomes negotiable if the principle of self- 
determination is recognized. How can Israel talk of 
Jewish rights to a homeland and deny them to the 
Palestinians? How can there be peace without some 
measure of jus ti ce"? 

So it has been that the nations of the world have 
increasingly emphasized that there must be a home 
for the Palestinians, a home in the lands occupied by 
the Israeli, Army in the 1 967 war, lands in which the 
Palestinians and their ancestors before them have, 
lived for centuries past. 


So it was that the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil in its Resolution 242 after the 1 967 war unanim- 
ously called for an Israeli withdrawal from occupied 
territories, a call repeatedly supported by the 
United States and the Soviet Union and the .Euro- 
peans and the Arabs and everyone else. 

And in his major policy statement of the 1st 
October this year President Reagan declared that 
“U.N. Resolution: -242 remains wholly valid as a 
foundation stone of America's Middle East effort." 
“ It isihe United States position' that — in return for 
peace — the withdrawal provision - of Resolution 
242 applies to all fronts including the West Bank 
and Gaza.” 

There are indeed grave anxieties and uncertain- 
ties and dangers in Lebanon where there may still 
be more conflict as well as intense suffering. But tbe 
international agreement regarding the West Bank 
and Gaza and now tbe clear reaffirmation of United 
States policy regarding the rights of the Palesti- 
nians, coupled with the specific demand made by 
President Reagan himself for“ tbe. immediate adop- 
tion of a settlement' freeze by Israel”, seemed to 
open the way for a comprehensive peaceful settle- 
ment between Israel and the Palestinians, with 
freedom for tbe Palestinians in their own home and 
security for the Israelis in theirs — one dependent on 
the other — both attainable. 

But what happened? 

President Reagan' s call for Israeli withdrawal on 
all fronts and an immediate freeze of new settle- 
ments on the West Bank and Gaza was immediately 


and publicly and flatly refused by Israeli Prime 
Minister Begin. When the call was renewed by Sec- 
retary of State Shultz to Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shamir in Washington it was again rejected out of 
hand. And when the Israeli Ambassador in 
Washington Moshe Arens was recently reported to 
have recommended a six months moratorium on 
settlements the report was categorically denied in 
Tel Aviv.. What is more the Israeli government at 
onfce announced a decision to increase the number 
of Israeli settlements on West Bank and Gaza lands' • 
and to provide millions of dollars toenable tbe work^ 
to procecio witnout any delay. 

It is an amazing confrontation. All tbe nations of 
tbe world including the United States call for Israeli 
withdrawal and an end to the Israeli attempt to 
annex the West Bank. Begin and bis government 
defy international opinion and press on with their 
aim of annexation by colonization nf Palestinian 
lands. 

Jerusalem is increasingly surrounded by Israeli 
high-rise tenements, some hundred Israeli settle- 
ments on the West Bank and Gaza axe being cre- 
ated and extended. A spokesman for the Israeli 
settlement program said that Israel was pressing 
ahead with plans to settle 400,000 Jews in the 
occupied West Bank before tbe end of tbe decade 
and a million more by the year 2000. Meanwhile the 
Palestinians in occupied territories are denied rights 
and protection, their mayors dismissed or exiled, 
their Lands and water seized, their universities 
harassed and closed, and they themselves subject to 




trial. 

Anthony Lewis of The New York Times report; 
that a recent survey "shows that the government uf 
Israel has proceeded methodically and effectively 
toward de facto annexation of the West Bank, and 
the process has gone very for*. So much so that 
Meron Benvenisti, a former Jewish deputy (flavor 
of Jerusalem, who took part in the survey says that 
“the time is five_minuies.ro midnight” \ 

The consequent situation cbuld nor be aire serf- 
ods or more dangerous. For the ArabsJSuui the 
Israelis the prospect can only be escafoting ^jofence 
and permanent conflict. For tbe superpowers tbe 
expectation must be that they wQJ be drawn into 
confrontation and conflict on one side against tits 
other. For the United Nations the prospect is a 
further slide toward impotence and frustration — 
and the intemationa l anarchy of which the secretary 
general has so clearly warned us. 

It is indeed “five minutes to midnight". Tbe 
world longs for a dawn of freedom and security and 
a new awakening of international responsibility 
“for guaranteeing the territorial inviolability and 
political independence of every state in the area." 

• But tbe likelihood is that there will be a- night of 
hate and bloodshed on a scale and duration which 
even the Middle East has not known, a developing 
crisis in which all concerned will terribly and 
increasingly suffer. 

Much, perhaps all, will depend on the next act ifl 
the drama when President Reagan receives Begin ai 
the White House next week. 


Spain’ s Socialists plan quick action on promised policies

MADRID - 

Spain's Socialists are planning to launch the 
country’s first left-wing government since before 
tbe 1936-39 civil war with an action-packed first 
100 days. The party says that soon after taking 
office in December it will use new civil service chiefs 
and a comfortable majority in both houses of the 
Cortes (parliament) to rush through the policies it 
promised on the road to victory in last month's 
elections. 

Prime Minister-elect Felipe Gonzalez is provi- 
sionally set to spell out his government program in a 
speech to tbe Cortes on Dec. 6 and he expects to 
announce his cabinet and begin to govern a few days 
later. An ailing economy, the threat of military 
reaction and Basque guerrilla violence will be areas 
for urgent attention, party officials said. 

The new government, which will include some 
non-Socialist cabinet ministers, is expected to con- 
centrate on the economy, particularly the employ- 
ment front where it has promised to create 200,000 
new jobs annually. 

Paiiy officials acknowledge that winning tbe con- 
fidence of the business and banking communities 


will be a priority task. Without it there can be no 
hope of stimulating investment which they recog- 
nize as vital for providing more jobs. The party 
officials said tbe new government could be forced to 
impose austerity measures, setting a ceiling on 
wages, to boost confidence. Even devaluation has 
been mooted. 

Investors win watch closely to see what steps the 
Socialists take to bail out a number of troubled 
banks and aid depressed sectors of industry. The 
country's 1 Otb- largest banking group, Banca 
Catalan a, and tbe second biggest industrial con- 
glomerate, Union Explosivos Rio Tinto, are both in 
serious trouble. 

Their difficulties are symptomatic of an economy 
in which growth is expected to be below one percent 
this year, inflation is 14 percent and unemployment 
16 percent. The Socialists plan two immediate 
measures — reducing working hours and lowering 
the retirement age — to trim unemployment, but 
tbe economic strategists acknowledge the measures 
will work only if production and demand also rise. 

A plan to increase public investment will be 
likewise coupled with a war on tax dodgers. The- 
Socialists argue that Spain does not need new taxes

Cheysson holds Kuwait talks 


KUWATT, Nov. I3(AP) — French Exter- 
nal Relations Minister Claude Cheysson con- 
ferred here Saturday with Kuwaiti Defense 
Minister Sheikh Salem Al-Sabah on means of 
broadening mflhaiy cooperation, a Kuwaiti 
official said. Informed sources said the dis-

Al-Rashed said that Cheysson and Sheikh 
Sabah discussed the Arab-Israeli conflict and 
the “ necessity of gening the Israelis (invasion 
forces) to leave Lebanon.” 

Kuwait, he said, underscored the “base 
rights" of the Palestinian people, including 
the possibility of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization's participation in any future 
Middle East peace negotiations. 

Cheysson and Sheikh Sabah reviewed the 
latest developments in tbe Iraq-Iran war, 
with the Kuwaiti side expressing hopes it 
would be ended in the near future. 


OAU states urged to boycott summit 


KHARTOUM, Nov. 13 (Agencies) - 
Libyan dissidents tiving fa Sudan urged Afri- 
can countries Saturday to boycott the Organ- 
ization of African Unity summit conference 
scheduled for . Nov. 23 in the Libyan capital 
Tripoli 

The so-called National Front for the Salva-' 
tion of Libya charged in a statement that 
Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi was unfit 
to preride over the summit and tbe OAU itself 
for the 'coming year. It accused him of 
involvement fa plots against independent 
African states. 

The front is led by Muhammad El- 
Vegaryef, a former member of the Revolu- 


tion Command Council that overthrew the 
regime in 1969 under Qaddaffs leadership. 
ElVegwyef broke with Qaddafi several 
years ago and settled down in Sudan. 

Meanwhile, ai the United Nations, 
Morocco and its ally, the United States, voted 
against a new appeal Friday by the U.N. 
Decolonization Committee for Rabat and 
Saharan nationalist guerrillas to start negoti- 
ations to end their six- year- old war, which 
has split tbe OAU. The resolution, sponsored 
by 35 countries incl uding Algeria, the guerril- 
las' chief backer, reaffirmed the “inalienable 
right'' of the people of Western Sahara to 
self-determination and independence. 


Chad accuses Libya of subversion 


N’DJAMENA, Nov. 13 (R) — Chad's 
fl edg lin g government has issued its sharpest 
at tack to date against Libya, accusing its 
powerful northern neighbor of subversion 
and expansionism. An official statement Fri- 
day night also revived a 10-year controversy 
over the mineral-rich Aouzzou strip in north 
Chad. 

Relations between the countries have 
soured since Hissene Habre took power in 
Chad last June, ousting tbe pro- Libyan gov- 
ernment of Goukouni Oueddei. The Chadian 


statement, addressed to international opin- 
ion, cited the “current subversive and des- 
tabilizing maneuvers of the expansionist 
Tripoli regime against Chad.” 

It accused Libya of occupying 150,000 
square kms of north Chad, known as the 
Aouzzou strip, and exploiting the area’s sub- 
stantial oil and mineral resources. The gov- 
ernment would “assume its full respon- 
sibilities," the statement concluded, calling 
on the population to be vigilant. 


Floods claim 21 lives in Algeria 


ALGIERS, Nov. 13 (AFP) — Flash floods 
in the eastern Algerian industrial city of 
Annaba have left 21 persons dead and 4,500 
homeless, according to figures published by 
the Algerian press Saturday. Another 45 per-

Alderman injured 

Crowd’s invasion mars 
second day’s play in Test 


PERTH. Nov. 1 3 (Agencies) — An inci- 
dent in which Australian bowler Terry 
Alderman was injured by a spectator and a 
policeman was hurt marred the second day of 
the first cricket Test between Australia and 
England here Saturday. 

Alderman fell heavily while trying to take 
retaliatory action after being struck by a spec- 
tator and was taken to hospital with a dislo- 
cated right shoulder. The policeman also 
needed hospital treatment for head injuries. 

The incident overshadowed a day on which 
England, resuming at 242 for four, went on to 
make 411. Australia replied with 30 for no 
wicket by the close. 

It was when England captain Bob Willis hit 
a four off Alderman to raise England's 400 
that the trouble started. A group of spec- 
tators waving a Union Jack flag ran onto the 
field and one of them struck Alderman. The 
player was then injured when he fell to the 
ground tying to tackle his assailant. 

Other Australian’ players, including 
Dennis Lillee, moved in to assist Alderman 
and the police also intervened to restore 
order. As the trouble threatened to get out of 
. hard Australian captain Greg Chappell led 
' his players from the Geld and there was a hold 
up of 1 5 minutes. 

An ambulance rushed Alderman to Royal 
Perth Hospital for precautionary x-rays, but 
he was later released. Manager of the 
Australian side John Edwards said that 
examination had shown there was no bone 
damage, but that Alderman bad a stretched 
nerve. 

Edwards said it was not known how long 
Alderman would be out of cricket, adding 
it could be two to three days or two to three 
weeks”. But it seemed dear that Alderman 
would play no further part in the current 
game. 

England team manager Doug Insole said 
the incident was totally to be deplored. He 
said “I do not know who the youths were, but 
I assume they were English because they had 


Union Jacks.” He added that players should 
not get involved however difficult it may be to 
resist. “ It has ruined the whole atmosphere of 
the game. It has been a disappointment from 
the English point of view — both in terms of 
reputation and playing a Test match”. 

Earlier, a stubborn Tavare fell to Bruce 
Yardley in Australia's only breakthrough in 
the opening session.

dreams 

MIAMI, Nov. 13 (R) — Aaron Pryor 
finally became I he boxing hero he has always 
wanted to be Friday night. The 27-year-old 
American unleashed a punishing flow ol 
blows in the 14th round ro end the challenge 
of Nicaragua's Alexis Argucllo, Pryor did 
more than just retain his World Boxing 
Association junior we lierweight title. He also 
won the respect and adulation of the boxing 
world he has craved throughout his spectacu- 
lar career. 

Until he demolished Argucllo with that 
blistering barrage, Pryor had not even been a 
hero in his hometown of Cincinnati — despite 
winning all but two of his 31 professional 
fights by knockout. But before a crowd of 
about 2*0.000 in the Orange Bowl Stadium, 
Pryor won the admiration he had sought for 
years. 

In one of the most exciting title fights in 
memory, 14 rounds of unbridled fury. Pryor 
shattered the 30-year-old Arguello's dream 
of becoming the first fighter to win world 
titles in four weight divisions. 

Pryor had to withstand nearly a dozen 
powerful right hands to the head as Argucllo 
attacked savagely. And each time, instead of 
retreating, the American battled back with a 
fury of his own, landing crashing blows on the 
Nicaraguan. Then in the opening minute of 
the 14th round. Pryor rocked Arguello with a 
stinging right cross that drove the Nicaraguan 
into the ropes. 

Pryor moved up a gear sensing Arguello 
was in trouble and caught his opponent with 
more than a dozen unanswered blows before 
the South African referee Stabley Christ- 
odoulou ended Arguello’s punishment. 
Arguello, who had never been stopped in 80 
fights over a 14-year professional career, 
dropped to the canvas and lay still for more 
than three minutes as his seconds worked 
feverishly to revive him. It was an exciting 
climax to a gruelling fight that had the crowd 
roaring throughout. 

Pryor paid tribute to Arguello, who was 
taken to hospital for observation and for 
treatment to cuts. He's a great champion, and 
1 felt his power. He's like King Kong. He hits 
harder than any puncher in my division. He 
caught me alot. but he didn't catch me with 
one that made me think it's over." 

" I thought 1 was ahead, but I knew he could* 
back at any time." said Pryor, who canted 
$1.6 million for his title defence. “1 could 
never say 'this is it' until 1 tagged him in the 
14th. I tried to storm him in the early rounds 
but then he started pulling me apart. Then 1 
stormed him again." 

Pryor, who has now won his last 24 fights 
by knockout, said he would next like to meet 
World Boxing Association (WBA) light- 
weight champion Ray Mancini. who defends 
his title Saturday in Las Vegas. But Bob 
Arum, who promoted Friday night's 
bout, said such a fight was unlikely. He 
he planned to match Mancini, if he retains®: 
title, against former Olympic lightweghr 
champion Howard Davis in an outdoor fight 
at the U.S. National Tennis Center in New 
York late next spring. 

American Davis scored his 2 1 si v. in Friday 
night when he beat Trinidad's Claude Noel 1 , 
who held the WBA lightweight title for thred 
months last year, on points. Davis has nov} 
won eight straight bouts since suffering hi^ 
only professional defeat against Jim Watt olj 
Scotland in a WBA title fight in Moscow twd 
years ago. j

• . NEW DELHI, Nov. 13 — Japan has writ- 
ten' golden chapters in Asian Games since 
inception. Thirty years of domination tells its 
own story. A unique record for sure, ardistinc- 
tion China is seeking to usurp. Nippon's glory 
is at stake in New Delhi. 

The Sino-Japanese confrontation promises 
to be monumental this time. And the two 
nations know it Their goal is fixed — win or 
go bust. But that is not all. The fascinating 
' aspect rears around the challenge of less for- 
midable nations. The spice for the 1482 
Games will come from tbe Koreas, 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Kuwait, Thailand, 
Philippines and India. They have geared up 
for their own strike. May be not as ambitious 
as the Big Two. Yet, a gold to Kuwait in 
soccer, a gold to Indonesia in badminton or a 
gold to South Korea in basketball, the sprint- 
ing golds to Thailand and so on may well split 
the balance of power. 

Chinese proficiency, though, looms high at. 
all levels. Their implacability has been endur- 
ing their performances have been astound- 
ing Twice they have been thwarted in succes- 
sive Asiad contests. They must do it this rime. 
Tile point is whether Japan can keep them at 
bay again. That is what the world is waiting to 
see. Asiatic stature is mounting. Antiquated 
techniques have been displaced by modem 
training methods. Better performances and 
bigger men are surging forth. The Asian 
sports scene has world class today. Whether 
in athletics, soccer, hockey, badminton or 
volleyball progress has been established. The 
distinctive athletic prowess of Japan and 
China has transcended into' Europe, the 
growing soccer strength of Kuwait and North 
Korea has been underlined, the Indo- 
Paktstan confrontation and the ChJna- 
Indonesia badminton conflict will make this 
Asian Games so full of excitement and color. 

Truly Asia is on trial. More so India on the 
organization side. Tbe finest farilmes are all 
there at New Delhi. How high the perfor- 
mances will soar only rime will tell. But you 
can be sure of one fact — the 1982 Asiad is 
going to provide a rash of records. The chang- 
ing sports scene will take sharper focus. Asian 
nations will no more be write-offs. Their 
place in the Olympic sun is somewhere near. 

If Kuwair wins the soccer gold it will be the 
greatest breakthrough for the Arab world in 
international sport. Kuwait’s entry into the 
World Cup finals was an achievement so 
great. But when you win a title it makes a 
world of difference. And being the firer in a 
major international contest should boost soc- 
cer in the .Middle East. Saudi Arabia too is 
bidding for honors here in a contest wherein 
North Korea could be the toughest contender 
for tbe crowns. China is also fo the fray fojr 
'honors though one would rip Kuwait as the 
best bet particularly so as they have been 
handed down the crisp, elegant Brazilian type 


of soccer. Vibrations of brilliance should 
zoom through the athletic scene. Originally 
one felt that athletics would be a monopoly of 
Japan and China. Bui the passing months of 
this hectic year have seen a wealth of prepara- 
tion from unfancied nations. Thailand's 
Suchan Jessuraparp and Indonesian and 
Malaysian sprinters are certainly in with a 
chance for the men’s sprint golds. Lydia de 
Vega, the golden girl of the ASEAN Cup 
athletics is a sprinting prodigy at 17. She soars 
higher than the fabulous Taiwanese Chi 
Cheng and is tipped for golds in the 200 and 
400 meter runs. Tbe Filipino quarter- miler, 
Del Prado, with 46.73 seconds in the 400 
meters has a fair chance of a medal as has 


Katamine (2.26m.) are tbe pick of Japan’s 
men athletes. Six footer Hisayo Fukimitau 
has a continental record to her name with 
1.93 meters for the women's high jump. 

As Japan made an impact so did China on 
the continental circuit. Zhu Jianhua’s 2.32 
for the high jump is four centimeters short of 
Gerd Wessig’s world record. Triple jumper 
Zhou Zhenxian’s clearance of 17.34 meters 
should shatter the Asian Games record. And 
Liu Yu Huang has an almighty 8.14 to his 
credit in the long jump. It ban all-time Asian 
best. Certainly Japan and China will be the 
athletic giants. But one can hope to see some 
surprise packages from unexpected quarters 
inasmuch as you can be sure that records will

Lagos said that Indonesia was merely alter- 
ing price differentials quite in line with OPEC 
rules. Differentials are OPEC- authorized 
variations around the reference price of $34 a 
barrel that reflect the value of different crude 
oils to refiners in each reflet's main market.

Even analysts who believe a decisive vic- 
tory has been scored in the battle against 
inflation concede that there remain some 
formidable obstacles in the stock market’ s 
path. 

The financial problems of such countries as 
Argentina. Mexico and Poland still give many 
Wall Streeters pause. Should they provoke a 
crisis, fears persist that U.S. authorities will 
have no choice but to pump a new, inflation- 
ary supply of dollars into the world financial 
system. j

he added. "This included even some well- 
known doctors and architects — even stu- 
dents and housewives joined in.” 

In most case the chain dealings were 
started by some individuals who bought 
shares of Kuwaiti companies established 
elsewhere in the Gulf area, sometimes only 
on paper. They would sell these to 
speculators, in return for post-dated checks 
at 200 and 300 percent interest, on the 
assumption that the later would pay after the 
value of the shares rose astronomically 
through a grapevine design, and pocket the 
difference. 


France assails Japan policies 


PARIS. Nov. 1 3 (AFP) — French External 
Trade Minister Michel ■ Jdbert said that 
Japan’s trade policies should be raised at the 
ministerial meeting of the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) in 
Geneva from Nov. 24 to 27. 

According to. an informed -French source. 
Jobert told GATT Director-General Arthur 
Dunkel. who is on a tour of the mam GATT 
member-countries, that Japan was benefit- 
ting from aO the advantages of a multilateral 
trade systen withotut f ulfillin g its obligations 
to it

crisis, the soaring indebtedness of developing 
nations and currency exchange problems, the 
source said. 

In the French view — one shared by its 
partners in the i 0-nation- European 
Economic Community (EEC) — the best 
way to combat protectionism would be to get 
out of the world recession, reestablish 
monetary stability and lower interest rates.

ABU DHABI, Nov. 13 (WAM) — The 
trade balance of the United Arab Emirates' 
federal budget has registered a surplus of 

12.9 billion dirhams (.S3JS billion) in 1981 
against 14.6 biBion dirhams in 1980, a report 
by the central bank showed. 

Figures published in the semi-annual 
report said UAE federal revenues totaled 

54.9 billion dirhams in 1981 down from 56.5 
billion in 1980. However, the country earned 
some 37.5 bOlion dirhams in 1979. 

Federal and local government’s expendi- 
ture reached nearly 42 billion dirhams in 
1981, against 41 .8 in 1980 and 3037 in 1979, 
the report said. 

The report showed that oil maintained its 
position as main source of income, totaling 
51.43 billion dirhams in 1981, or 93-7 per- 
cent of total # revenues, against 52.7 billion 
dirhams or 93.7 percent in 1980 and 43.3 
billion dirhams in 1979. 

Revenues from customs registered a con- 
siderable slide from little over a billion in 
1980 to 670 million dirhams in 1981 and 
386.8 million in 1979. 

The report showed that 8.5 billion dirhams 
were spentl on development projects re pres-, 
enting over 20 percent of total expenditures 
during 1981.

Dollar tastes mixed fortune 


Gold dips as marts stay depressed 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AFP) — The com- 
modity markets presented a rather depre- 
ssed picture here this week despite the con- 
tinuing weakness of sterling against the 
United Stales dollar. 

bariy sentiment was dampened by the 
unexpected rise in the U.S. money supply, 
w hich canceled any hopes of an early cut in 
U.S. interest rates. 

The decline in gold caused by the dollar's 
strength kept buyers reserved in other mar- 
kets. The death of Soviet President Leonid 
IJre?hnev prompted some speculative 
•merest, but this quickly died away. 

Coffee was a firm exception, moving up 
to its highest for two and a half years. Cere- 
jls also went higher in company with the 
U S. markets. 

Nickel was a dull feature, slumping to its 
lowest since the market opened here in 
April 1 y7y before staging a recovery. Mer- 
chants trading outside the London Metal 
Exchange were quoting eight-year lows in 
dollar terms. Rubber touched a five-month 
low and sugar fell back after last week’s 
advance. 


Gold: Easier. Sharp falls were made ini- 
tially on the rise of the dollar and in com- 
pany with overseas advices. Subsequent 
trading was generally dull and featureless. 

The sale last month of seven tons of bul- 
lion by Brazil, worth around $100 million 
did little to encourage buyers. Prices dipped 
below $400 an ounce for the first time since 
early October. 

Copper: Easier. Copper led base metals 
generally lower in the wake of gold and 
silver as last week’s tightness of supplies 
disappeared. The sharp 5,175-ton rise in 
stocks to 176,225 tons, the highest since 
July 1979, triggered off heavy selling. 

Tin: Quietly steady. Trading remained in 
a narrow range throughout the week, 
despite the fluctuations in exchange rates 
between sterling and the Malaysian dollar. 
This stability reflected that in Penang, 
where buffer stock buying was still evident. 
Although there was little sign of any such 
support in London, stocks were down 1 ,260 
tons to 34,090 tons. 

Lead: Easier. After holding, steady ini- 
tially, prices eased quickly despite the 


1,575- ton fall in stocks to 124,000 tons. 
Little buying confidence was derived from 
the latest figures of the International Lead 
and Zinc Study Group (ILZSG) which 
showed a 4.1 percent fall in Western world 
consumption between January and August 
this year. 

Zinc: Barely steady. Initial falls 
developed after yet another rise (2,000 
tons) in stocks to 93,800 tons — the highest 
since December 1980. The ILZSG 
reported that Western world consumption 
between January and August this year was 
down 8.1 percent due to a sharp drop in the 
United States. 

Silver: Easier. Initial losses were fol- 
lowed by mid-week steadiness in unison 
with New York. But prices then dropped 10 
percent below last week's 20-month 
"highs’ 1 . Stocks rose 80,000 ounces to 
36,690,000 ounces. 

Aluminium: Irregular. With trading very 
active because of heavy buying by chartists, 
prices moved to their highest since Febru- 
ary before profit-taking developed. Market 
stocks were down 550 tons to 21 7,550 tons. J

JEDDAH. Nov. 1 3 — The dollar closed 
on a mixed note in New York Friday night, 
with the British pound being under pressure 
but with the Japanese yen making more 
advances. Eurodollar deposit rates closed 
slightly easier by between 1/16 and Vh per- 
cent in most tenors after the Federal 
Reserve Board added liquidity to the bank- 
ing system. “Fed funds” closed at 9 V* per- 
cent levels — down from 9 V* percent highs 
reached earlier in the week. With the U.S. 
weekly money supply figures now due 
Monday (after they were postponed due to 
Thursday’s Veteran’s Day holidays), deal- 
ers found it prudent to err on the side of 
caution. 

There is still talk of a U.S. discount rate 
cut by as much as one percent Monday, but 
the markets have become accustomed to 
hearing these rumors and counter-rumors 
all through the past few weeks. With so little 
to go by. the exchange markets closed on a 
quieter note Friday in New York, with 
profit-taking and position squaring 
accounting for most of the transactions. 

The bullion markets closed on a higher 
leyel after a day of sharp falls in the Euro- 
pean markets Friday. Gold, which had fal- 
len below the $400 level to trade at $398.50 
in London, closed at $409.20 in New York. 
Silver was more active and volatile and 
traded at $9.60 levels — 20 cents up over 
Thursday prices. The change of Soviet lead- 
ership did not affect the bullion markets.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13 (R) - The 
Soviet Union has made its first purchase of 
U.S. grain under President Reagan's recent 
offer assuring shipment within six months, 
the Agriculture Department has said. 

It said private grain-exporting companies 
told the agency that Moscow had bought 
850,000 tons of com, the first purchase since 
Reagan made the offer a month ago to pro- 
tect deals made in November against any 
future embargo. Grain companies are 
required to report large purchases by foreign 
buyers within 24 hours. 

The latest transaction brings total Soviet 
purchases of U.S. com to nearly 23 million 
tons in the current year under a long-term 
grain agreement between the two nations. 

Reagan offered Moscow an additional 15 
million tons of U.S. grain, and promised that 
any grain bought in November would be 
shipped within six months. Despite the latest 
sale, the agency said the Soviet Union was 
buying for less grain than last year's record 
tot&L 

The agency estimate Soviet grain imports 
from all sources would total 37 million tons in 
the 12 months until next June, down three 
million tons from last month’s forecast and 
down from the record 46 million tons bought 
last year. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 13 (AP) — New 
“miracle 1 ’ varieties of rice are coming up to 
feed the hundreds of millions wbo depend on 
it. according to the head of an oiganization 
whose current prize-winning variety has 
spread over more than 25 million acres 
(nearly 17 million hectares) to become the 
most widely grown of any food crop the world 
has ever seen. 

M.S. Swaminathan. an Indian, heads the 
International Rice Research Institute at Los 
Banos in the Philippines. At a ceremony here 
Monday it received the first King Baudouin 
award, established in Belgium to encourage 
farm research. 

It was given for IR36.' which was released 
in 1976 and has since then made Indonesia 
almost self-sufficient in rice and turned the 
Philippines from an importer into an expor- 
ter. • 

It furnishes consumers an extra 5 million 
tons a year and farmers more than $ I billion 
extra income, estimates by farm economists 
say. It also saves nearly $500 million they no 
longer need to spend on insecticide. 

IR36 was developed under two American " 
directors of the institute: Richard C. Chan- 
dler. now retired, and Nyle C. Brady, wbo 
works for the U.S. Agency for International 


Development. It has the advantage of stems 
and leaves that stand up straight and catch all 
the sun. resist bugs and diseases and frustrate 


mice. 


Brady explained in a pamphlet on the new 
rices that the strong, stiff stems hold up the 
grain firmly. "Traditional rices in the tropics 
have long, weak stems and wide, droopy 
leaves." he wrote in a pamphlet- 

India, Ethiopia 
sign trade pact 

ADDIS ABABA. Nov. 13 (AFP) — India 
and Ethiopia Saturday signed a trade pro- 
tocol and an agreement on economic coope- 
ration designed to boost the ties between the 
two countries. 

The accords were signed by visiting Indian 
Trade Minister Shivraj Patil and Ethiopian 
Foreign Trade Minister Wollie Chekol. 

No details of the deals were given but 
Ethiopia is anxious to have closer trade links 
with India, especially in the industrial sector. 

The Indian delegation headed by Patil was 
expected to leave here later Saturday at the 
end of a four-day visit during which it met 
with top-level government officials.

Spadolini decides to resign 


: ROME. Nov. 13 (Agencies) — Prime Minister Giovanni Spadolini

: Spadolini will hand the resignation to President Pertini late Satur- 
day, who refused to accept a resignation request Thursday, insisting 
that parliament should endorse the decision. The irrevocable coDapse 
jf Spadolini' s 1 1 -week-old coalition was confirmed at a brief cabinet 
-neeting. Education Minister Guido Bodrato told reporters. 

' Political observers said Pertini would immediately start consultation 
.o form a new government. The 57-year-old Republican, the first 
Ton-Chrisrian Democrat premier since 1945, reaffirmed his decision 
.taring a meeting of lower chamber of parliament. 

■ Spadolini had said on Friday that bickering among the dominant 
Christian Democrats and Socialists m his coalition made it impossible 
:»r the government to tackle Italy's 17 percent inflation, 9.2 percent 
frtiemployment and public debt projected at 70 trillion lire (550 bil- 
,ion). 

President Pertini.in refusing Spadolinfs resignation, had ordered the 
premier to make parliament decide the future of the government. But 
Saturday) s debate showed no possibilities of patching up differences 
between the leading forces of the falling government. 

Spadolini, who was renamed premier by Pertini after bis first coali- 
?ton fell in August after 14 months in office, tried to quit after demand- 
ing the resignation of two of his economic ministers. Socialist Finance 
.Minister Rino Formica and Treasury Minister Beniamino Andreatta. 

; Shortly before Spadolini met with the president on Thursday, 
Andreatta offered to resign but Formica did not. Formica and 
Andreatta had been exchanging increasingly bitter public accusations 
against each other's policies. Socialist leader Bettino Craxi declared 
earlier in the day it was “useless' 1 to try to mend op rifts within the 
'jalhion. also formed by Republicans, Liberals and Social Democrats. 

'. The socialists want to raise taxes without major cuts in social spend- 
ing to save jobs, while the Christian Democrats want to cut public 
.bending and decrease the national debt even if it meant higher unem- 
ployment. 

- The Christian Democrat Party, with 38 percent of the vote, is Italy s 
«3rgest party, but needs the Socialists and their 1 0 percent of the vote 
:b form a government. They have consistently refused a coalition with 
rhe Communist party, which has 30 percent of the vote. 

• Few politicians are willing to predict what will happen next. The

»mbinations available, political sources said. The president has said 
r,s is against advancing elections scheduled for 1 984 to Settle the crisis 
;nd few politicians foresee the possibility of holding a poll before 
. hnstmas at the earliest.

All set for space excursion 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Florida. Nov. 13 
(AP) — The space shuttle Columbia ’s mis- 
sion specialists assemble their gear Saturday 
for the first American space walk in nine 
years, a Sunday stroll in the cargo bay. 

Now that the shuttle has successfully com- 
pleted its major task of delivering two com- 
mercial satellites into space, the mission focus 
is on the three and a half-hour outside excur- 
sion early Sunday by mission specialists Wil- 
liam Lenoir and Joseph Allen. 

Cmdr. Vance Brand and pilot Robert 
Overmyer will monitor the ship and the 
spacewalkeis while the mission specialists are 
outside just as they did when Lenoir and 
Allen deployed the two communications 
satellites Thursday and Friday. 

The release of the satellites completed the 
major goal of the flight and fulfilled NASA's 
first commercial shuttle contract a SI 7 mil- 
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Son commitment to deliver the twin cargo 
into space. ■" 

The first owned by Satellite Business Sys- 
tems of McLean. Virginia, was released 
Thursday, just eight hours after Columbia *s 
launch from Cape Canaveral. The second. 
Telesat Canada's Anik-C was e jected Fri- 
day. “We haul and we deliver.” Brand 
exalted. 

After spinning out of Columbia *s cargo, 
bay. each satellite was propelled by a rocket 
motor toward a point 35.880 kilometers 
above the earth. Another rocket ignition late 
Saturday was to arrest SBS in stationary orbit 
there, with Anik-C to be locked into position 
by a Monday firing. 

The doublefwalk is the only major event on 
the flight plan before CoUmtbia ends its five- 
day journey with a touchdown Tuesday on a 
concrete runway at Edwards Air Force Base 
in California. 

U.N. agenda 
gets longer 

UNITED NATIONS. Nov. 13 (AP) — 
The U.N. General Assembly's agenda for its 
current 37th annual session, already the 
longest in histoiy. got even longer. The 157- 
nation assembly, on recommendation of its 
steering committee, added two new items to 
the agenda, swelling the total to 141. 

The previous record number of items was 
138 bandied by the 36th session last year. 
One of the new items for 1982 is "observance 
of the quincentenary of the discovery of 
America.” The other is “implementation of 
the resolutions of the United Nations.” 

The first was proposed by 30 countries — 
Argentina, the Bahamas. Bolivia. Brazil. 
Canada. Chile. Colombia. Costa Rica. Cuba, 
the Dominican Republic. Ecuador. El Sal- 
vador. Equatorial Guinea. Grenada. 
Guatemala. Haiti. Honduras. Mexico. 
Nicaragua. Panama. Paraguay. Peru, the 
Philippines. Portugal. Spain. Surinam. 
Trinidad-Tobago. the United States. 
Uruguay and Venezuela. 

The second new item was put forward by 
only one country — Cyprus.

NEW DELHI. Nov. 13 (R) — Indian sec- . 
urity men tightened their noose around the 
capita] Saturday to head off threatened 
demonstrations by Sikh militants at the Asian 
Games. 

A police official announced that during 
Sunday's rehearsal of the opening ceremony, 
attended by Prime Minister Indira G andhi. 
and during the games. Sikhs will not be 
allowed to enter the stadium carrying daggers 
longer than six indies (about 1 5 centimeters). 
Sikhs often cany daggers as part of tberrrelig- 
km. 

Demonstrations have been banned within 
a 200-meter radius of aD games rites and 
spectators have been told they will not be 
allowed to bring packages or handings with 
them. Chfldreo. under five years of age have 
been banned from the games. 

Police have already banned the carrying of 
firearms in New Delhi during the games, 
which start next Friday and last untO Dec. 4. 
Sikh militan ts have been agitating during the 
past few months for greater autonomy in 
Punjab province, where most of them live. 

Newspapers reported that the police had 
rounded up about 1 50 militants during the 
past 24 hours in Punjab and cars on roads 
leading from the province to the capital were 
under police scrutiny. Mrs. Gandhi plans to 
attend the rehearsal before leaving for'Mos- 
cow for the funeral of the late Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev. 

About one-third of the expected 5.000 
competitors from 30 countries have arrived 
for the games. Teams from warring Iran and 
Iraa are among them. 

Alberta sits

FORT MCMURRAY, Alberta, Nov. 13 
(R) — Beneath the black sticky sands, of ' 
Alberta lies enough oil to supply the world’s 
energy needs for the next 10 years. The prob- 
lem is getting itoyt easily mid cheaply. 

In the stagnant state of the world economy 
today. it is simply not worth trying to battle 
through those sands, so “small is beautiful” 
remains the- development mono for Cana- 
dians sitting comfortingly on a liquid gold 
mine. 

“The trouble is that it takes 70 cents a 
barrel to get oil out of the ground in the Gulf 
while in the o3 sands projects h costs up to 
S25 a barrel," Alberta's Deputy Energy 
Minister Myron Kanik explained. Two pro- 
jects designed to introduce oil sands produc- 
tion on a giant scale were canceled earlier this 
year, victims of the world oil glut, high inter- 
est rates and falling energy prices. 

But Kanik, advocating smaller plants and 
stressing the vital need for technological 
breakthroughs, said: “If s good oil, if s going 
to stay there. When the world economy grows 
again, we' Q be in better shape to profit from 
it.” 

“We are going aggressively to pursue oil 
sands development but not say 'damn the 
costs.' We must do this rationally and logi- 
cally and not just expand for the sake of 
expanding. In the next 12 months, you'll see 
three or four projects go ahead with produc- 
tion of around 20,000 barrels a day,” he said. 

The problem is' tUat surface mining — 
scooping off the top layer of timber and vege- 
tation to get at the -viscous bitumen — i& 
complex and expensive. To be economically 
viable, enormous amounts of oil sands have 
to be mined, moved and processed confirm- • 
ously. 

At the Syncrude plant, north of the isolated 
former fur trading post of Fort. Me Murray, 
workers use mammoth draglines with booms 
the length of a football field and buckets the 
size of a two-car garage to scoop up the 
frost-covered sand piles. 

. They hope to raise production to 100,000 
barrels a day this year at Syncrude where a 
visit to its devastated landscape of a site 
paints a vivid picture of just how huge the 
exercise has to be — It takes two tons of 63 
sands to get a barrel. of oQ. About 25 bQlion 
barrels can be recouped by -surface mining 
amid the chilly vast ness of northern Alberta, 
officials say. 

They reckon the equivalent of a further 
160 billion barrels of synthetic crude are 
down deeper. 
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PEKI NG, Nov. 13 (AFP) — Communist 
China Saturday sent a new signal of its readi- 
ness to improve relations with Moscow by 
announcing that it wQl send Foreign Minister 
Huang Hua to the state funeral Monday of 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev. 

The decision to send Huang, who will be 
the highest-r anking Chinese official to visit 
Moscow in 18 years, came a day after 
Ulanhu, a National People's Congress vice 
president, said Peking wanted to see Sino- 
Soviet ties “move step by step toward nor- 
malization” 

One Western diplomat said that the level 
of Chinese representation at the funeral for 
Brezhnev** is a new proof that Peking is ready 
to improve its relations with the Soviets.” 

“If China had wanted to be disagreeable 
toward the Soviet Union, it would have sim- 
ply sent its ambassador in Moscow to attend 
Leonid Brezhnev's funeral,'' the diplomat 
said. “The decision is not surprising and 
reflects the current state of relations between 
the two countries. But it is important in that it 
probably constitutes tbe first of tbe steps to 
which Ulanhu referred,” he added. 

Hoang, a state councilor and member of 
the Communist Party Central Committee, 
although not of the Politburo, w31 be the 
highest Chinese official to visit Moscow since 
1964, when Chou En-lai went for the 
anniversary of the Russian Revolution. 

China finally responded to numerous 
appeals from Brezhnev in recent months for 
normalization of relations by organizing a 
series of Sino- Soviet talks here last month. 
They were the first major discussions bet- 


ween the two Communist rivals since Peking 
broke off their dialogue nearly three years 
ago after the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

Diplomats here said that the Chinese seem 
to have slightly modified their previously 
intransigent attitude to a future normaliza- 
tion of ties with Moscow by tbeir statement 
that ft could take place only “step by step.” 

What bas filtered through from the secret 
Sino- Soviet talks indicates that China made it 
very clear that there were certain obstacles 
currently blocking a normalization of rela- 
tions between Peking and Moscow. Ching$e 
officials said that these were basically tbe 
Soviet military presence on the Sino- Soviet 
border and in Afghanistan and. Moscow's 
support for Vietnam's intervention in Cam- 
bodia. 

However, a high-level Chinese official 
recently told U.S. journalists that ft was not 
necessary to settle all three questions simul- 
taneously. This suggested that the Chinese 
authorities would like to ease tensions bet- 
ween Peking and Moscow while- a new team 
settles into the Kremlin to take over from 
Brezhnev, observers said. 

Huang, who is expected to leave hiking 
Sunday qn a regular Chinese airline, flight to 
Moscow, will have a chance to assure the 
Soviet leaders in person of his country's wish 
to see the dialogue between the two neigh- 
bors continued. He might also discuss- tbe 
date of the resumption of the Srno-Soyiet 
talks, which had been expected to take place 
in Moscow at the beginning of next year.' 


Astronaut recalls pin gift 


• SPACECENTER, Houston, Nov. 13 
(AP) — Space shuttle astronaut Robert 
Overmyer expressed condolences Saturday 
to the Soviet people over the death of Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev and told of giving the 
last Communist leader his silver astronaut 
pin after the ApoDo-Soyuz mission. 

During an early morning conversation 
with mission control, Overmyer said: 
“We’re Sony to bear about the death of 
President Brezhnev and certainly wish tbe 
Soviet people, the Russians, well in their 
selection process’* 

Tbe news that Yuri Andropov was 
selected as Brezhnev's successor had not yet 
reached tbe Columbia- Overmyer con- 
tinned: “ There’ s a little known story that T U 
l tell you someday how President Brezhnev is 


actually wearing my silver astronaut pin.£ 
Mission control told him to go ahead. - V* 
“We were in a reception and the Soviet, 
delegation gave the American delegation a : 
•number of items," Overmyer said. “We 
weren't prepared and I took off my silver 
astronaut pin and gave it to Tom Stafford 
who presented it to President Brezhnev.” 

Stafford was the American commander 
of the mission in July 1975 when three 
American astronauts and two Soviet cos- 
monauts linked up in space. 

Shuttle Cmdr. Vance Brand flew on that 
mission, but Overmyer was a member of tbe 
support crew and made several trips to tbe 
Soviet Union. He presented his pin to 
Brezhnev at a reception at tbe Kremlin. j 


Expert analyzes Andropov 


LONDON, Nov. 13 (AP) — A Soviet 
expert at one of the West's top think tanks 
said that new Soviet Communist Party 
Chairman Yuri Andropov may not be as lib- 
eral as some Western observers think. 

Robert Nurick. deputy director of tbe 
International Institute for Strategic Studies, 
said there are “some people who believe that 
Andropov may be, at least in the Soviet con- 
text, more liberal than Leonid Brezhnev and 
that he may take a more subtle and differen- 
tiated approach to foreign policy issues.” 
Conceding that Andropov is a “subtle and 
sophisticated man,” Nurick said there is also 
ample evidence he is a hard-liner. “ He was, 


after all, the Soviet ambassador to Hungary 
in 1956,” when Soviet tanks and troops 
moved in to suppress an uprising against 
Communist rule. 

As head of the Soviet KGB secret police, 
Andropov “must have had a dose role in 
preparations for.imposition of martial law in 
Poland' (last Dec. 13). He also was respons- 
ible for dealing with Soviet dissidents ... He’s 
hardly been soft on those,” said Nurick. 

It remains to be seen whether Andropov 
can claim tbe official title of Soviet president, 
which Brezhnev also held, Nurick told the 
Associated Press. In past successions, the two 
jobs have, at least to start with, been split. 
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U.S. pension system 
in serious trouble

WASHINGTON (R) — Now that a special 
committee, entrusted with the task of sug- 
gesting measures to save the buge U.S. soda] 
security pension system, has starred work, the 
stage is set for what may turn out to be the 
most difficult and politically risky legislative 
struggle President Ronald Reagan has to 
face. The recommendations to be submitted 
by the committee with a view to overhauling 
the program win go to Congress and the 
White House by the end of the year. 

Begun 47 years ago by President Franklin 
Roosevelt in the depths of the Great Depres- 
sion, the $178 billioQ-a-year social security 
program is second only to defense as the most 
costly item in the federal budget. The prog- 
ram currently provides monthly cash benefits 
for 36 million retired or disabled workers and 
pays hospital costs for 25 million Americans 
over the age of 65. Unlike other federal prog- 
rams that tend to favor particular interest 
groups or regions of the country, social sec- 
urity, touches the lives of virtually ail Ameri- 
cans. 

Most politicians and economists agree that 
the system, financed by pay roll taxes on emp- 
loyers and workers, is in serious financial 
trouble, particularly in The short term. But 
there is virtually no agreement on what 
should be done. 

President Reagpn broached reforms last 
year, just when members of Congress were 
gearing up for the 1982 elections, held on 
Nov. 2. His suggestion that the mammoth 
system might have to be restructured touched 
raw political nerves in his own Republican 
Party as well as among opposition Democ- 
rats, who charged him wfrh trying to rob the 
elderly of their retirement benefits. 

Reagan hastily withdrew his proposals and 
appointed a 15- member bipartisan commit- 
tee of experts and congressional leaders to 
study the social security problem and make 
recommendations after the elections. But 
Democrats seized on the president' s blunder 
as a focus of their campaign attack on 
Reagan's economic policies. Opinion polls of 
voters found social security second only' to 
unemployment as the issue most troubling 
the Americans. 

The social security system operates in a 
pay-as-you-go fashion with taxes collected 
from today's employers and workers paying 
for the benefits received by today’s pension- 
ers. For the last 30 years of the program the 
taxes collected were greater than benefits 
paid out each month, and the extra money 
was placed in the system's three separate 
trust funds. 

Until 1970, the trust funds always con- 
tained at least a year's worth of benefits, 
allowing the government to ignore economic 
fluctuations that might temporarily reduce 


the number of workers paying into the.sys- 
tem. In the past eight years, however, the 
government has been paying out Ear more m 
benefits than it has been taking in anH the 
trust funds have been drawn down sharply. 

The old-age retire mem fund, the biggest of 
the three, has already run out of money. For 
the first time in the history of the system, the 
government was forced last weekend to bor- 
row money from the disability fund to make 
the monthly payment to rearing people. But 
social security actuaries now estimate that the 
disability trust fund will run out of money by 
the end of next year. 

According to the experts’ calculations, the 
combined retirement and disability funds will 
need an infusion of SI 50-200 billion between 
1983 and 1989 to stay solvent Over the 
longer term, the social security system faces 
an even more serious funding crunch because 
the working-age population will be sbrin icing 
at the very time the number of retired people 
collecting benefits is growing. 

A simple set of figures illustrates the prob- 
lem. In 1958, there were two workers paying 
taxes into the soda! security system for each 
retired worker receiving benefits compared 
with three paying workers for each retired 
person today. By the time the post- World 
War Q generation reaches retirement age in 
the early 21 $t century, there will be only two 
workers paying into Lite system for each 
retired person. 

For the past 11 months the president's 
National Commission on Social Security has 
been grappling with these short-term and 
long-term financial problems. According to 
economist Alan Greenspan, who is chairman 
of the ram mission, the solutions boil down to 
a series of choices that nobody likes. 

There are four main options for dealing 
with the short-term problem. The first would 
be to speed up scheduled increases in the 
payroll taxes. Democrats m Congress tend to 
favor this, but President Reagan has said he is 
adamantly opposed to more tax increases. A 
second possibility would be to reduce infla- 
tion adjustments to benefits. Benefits now 
rise automatically each year by the same 
amount as the U.S. consumer price index, buz 
many economists believe the index overstates 
inflation. 

A third option would be to require federal 
employees currently covered by a seperate 
retirement system, to begin paying into the 
social security system. Finally, income taxes 
could be used to finance the system. This is 
probably the least popular solution because it 
would fundamentally alter the nature of the 
system, which was set up to be self- financin g. 

Suggestions for longer-term financing 
include gradually raising the retirement age 
and devising new tax incentives to encourage 
private pension systems.

Ticklish choice for Somalia 

Ogaden crisis phase over— what next?

LUGH JELLOW, Somalia (AP) — Du st 
Mows, children play and Ogaden refugee 
women trade camp news as they gather at a 
ration depot to collect supplies of American 
flour and Canadian beans. 

Some have congregated under Lugh fel- 
low’s sun-faded tents three times a month 
since 1977, the start of a two-year conflict 
that drove these ethnic Somali tribesmen 
from their homes in southeastern Ethiopia. 

The crisis phase in sheltering, feeding and 
pro viding mffriirail care is over, say interna- 
tional relief agencies. Now the Somali gov- 
ernment is confronted with the ticklish choice 

of keeping hundreds of thousands of the 
seminomadic tribesmen indefinitely as 
refugees — strongly opposed by aid donors 
— or resettling them. 

Resettlement would spell the end to S80 
million in annual refugee aid, now a major 
source of foreign* revenue for Somalia, the 
world’s eighth poorest country. And if the 
refugees became ureful and productive resi- 
dents, much of the justifiratxm for pursuing- - 
the Somali-backed effort to “liberate'* the 
Ethiopian Ogaden would be lost. 


In 1977, Somali troops joined local rebels 
in a large-scale invasion of the Ogaden, an 
arid region given to Ethiopia under a 29th 
century agreement with Italy and Britain. 
Many of its native inhabitants, farmers and 
herdsmen who are culturally indistinguish- 
able from Somali nationals, fled across the 
border as Ethiopia triumphed in the war with 
Soviet and Cuban support. 

“There are strong political and economic 
reasons why Somalia wants the refugees to 
remain refugees,’’ said a top relief official in 
Mogadishu, the capital about 400 kins south 
of here. Refugee aid, as a big source of fore- 
ign revenue, has become an important com- 
ponent of the gross national product, he said. 

The United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees, the U.N. agency that coordi- 
nates all foreign relief activities, recently 
appointed a no-nonsense Harvard Business 
School graduate to guide its operations 
through this critical phase. 

Charles Defehr, 39, of Winnipeg, Canada, 
was selected for the job not only for his 
adminis trative talents but because he is not a 
career U.N. official. Those who selected him 
reasoned that- he would not be reluctant to 
take a tough stance with Somali authorities, a 
member of bis staff said. 


Memories of World War I kept alive in Belgian graves

YPRES, Belgium, (R) — Farmers who 
plow the fields between the war cemeteries of 
northwest Belgium still dig up occasional 
relics of Western Europe’s bloodiest fighting 
more than 60 years ago. 

The farmers, some of whom still use horses 
to till the muddy Flanders soil, traditionally 
leave their finds on the low boundary wall of 
the nearest cemetery for the graveyard staff 
to dispose of. Allan Coombe, non h west 
Europe administrative officer for the Com- 
monwealth War Graves Commission, said it 
was not unknown for staff to find an ancient 
hand grenade or shell fragment on top of the 
wall. Coombe at his Ypres headquarters is 
also one of the first to hear when bones or 
skulls are turned up from time to time during 
plowing or other excavation. 

We report these discoveries immediately 
to the gendarmerie as well as to the Belgian 
Interior Ministry. It might after all be a mur- 
der and nothing to do with the Fust World 
War," he said. “But if they are the bones of 
an old soldier, we need ro establish what 
nationality he is so that we know which 


authority has to see to the burial. Fragments 
of clothing, even an old uniform button, can 
help.” 

Around Ypres, such discoveries are not the 
only things that keep fresh the memories of 
the slaughter on the western front, where 
huge armies — German and Commonwealth/ 
French — fought each other across the 
trenches for four years until the guns stopped 
on Nov. 11, 1918. 

In an area where the traditional textiles 
industry has long been in decline a thriving 
tourist trade has sprung up to cater for 
increasing interest in World War I history. 
Visitors can follow a special tourist route that 
takes them through drab villages with well- 
known wartime names, past roadside 
museums to preserved sections of battlefield. 

Local, tourist officials say one of the most 
popular sights is hill 60, a strategically placed 
mound outside Ypres, still heavily cratered, 
which changed hands six times during the 
war, and beneath which German and British 
empire forces tunnelled toward each other’s 
lines to explode mines under them. 

At another spot, visitors pay one dollar to 
go into a backyard to explore original war- 


time' trenches, which now, as 65 years ago, 
are often muddy with the abundant rain of 
Flanders. The ram also keeps lush the scores 
of war cemeteries which are tended by small 
armies of gardeners and works staff 

The Commonwealth War Graves Commis- 
sion, which alone looks after almost 200,000 
World War 1 graves in Belgium, bad 27,000 
registered visitors to its cemeteries and 
memorials last summer, double the number 
for the same quarter last year. Coombe said 
most of the visitors came from Britain where 
the recent conflict with Argentina over the 
F alklan d Islands has stimulated interest in 
earlier 20th century warfare. 

Horst Howe, in charge of German war 
cemeteries in Belgium and northern France 
for the Volksbund Deutsche Kriegsgraber- 
fursorge (VDK), said the number of visitors 
to these cemeteries had been rising gradually 
in recent years. Maj. Tonie Holt of Sandwich, 
England, who operates tours of the Flanders 
battlefields, said much of the increased inter- 
est was doe to more children studying World 
War I at school. 

“They are awakening parental curiosity 
about a war which their grandfathers lived 


through but were reluctant to talk about,” he 
said, According to him the size of some of the 
cemeteries (44,000 German dead rft 
Lange m arc k, 12,000 Commonwealth sol- 
diers dead at Tyne Cot) shocked visitors but 
provoked no unanimous feelings about the 
lessons to he drawn from the spectacle. 

“Some visitors are drawn to pacifism. 
Others say you urn’t go on surrendering and 
letting others walk over vou. But if you fight, 
you get the madness we saw in Flanders 65 
years ago. There’s no answer, of course, but 
we try to make people think.” 

The comments in the visitors’ books at tbe 
cemetery entrances mirror the uncertainty. 
One visitor mourns what he terms the sadness 
of a necessary sacrifice. Another quotes 
without comment a World War I British 
military leader as saying: “ The mac bine gun is 
an overrated weapon.” 

Local staff of the VDK and the Common- 
wealth War Graves Commission now meet 
informally as allies to discuss tactics against 
common enemies such as horticultural pests 
and the damp clim ate which wiH cause moss 
to grow on the gravestones unless they are 
sprayed with a chemical every year. 
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“A lot of systems in place now were set up 
during the crisis phase." said Defehr. “Now 
we have to unlearn. It’s bard to have an Oga- 
den fanner, who has seen a tractor plowing 
fields for three years, suddenly take up a 
plow,” he said of policy changes sought by 
relief organizations aimed at making refugees 
self-reliant. 

Many aid officials say it has become evi- 
dent that goods and services provided for 
refugees — some at a standard never seen 
before in the region's rural areas — have 
become a magnet drawing Ogaden tribesmen 
across the border and creating a high degree 
of dependency. 

To counteract this, one voluntary agency, 
the British- based ecumenical relief and 
development group, already has begun sup- 
plying took and basic materials to get Oga- 
den shoemakers and blacksmiths working 
again at Lugh JeDow and other camps. The 
American Save tbe Children Federation and 
tbe Mennonite central committee are 
involved in agricultural projects designed to 
help refugees grow their own foods. 

Moptdkhu authorities would like to see 
the Ogaden tribesmen keep their foreign 
refugee status in order to ensure continued 
international assistance. But they considered 
them Somali enough to serve in the Somali 
Army. An unknown number were press- 
ganged following Ethiopian border attacks, 
which began in fate June. 

The UNHCR lodged a strong protest with 
President Muhammad Siad Bane’s regime, 
noting that military conscription of refugees 
violated international law. 

Afterward, Somali officials assured Defehr 
that refugees who “enlisted” would be 
relieved by the army. But aid officials said 
there is no way to determine full compliance 
since there has been no identification or 
registration of refugees smee they began 
streaming into Somalia five years ago. 

Tbe lack of registration records has been a 
major headache for the UNHCR and 33 vol- 
untary agencies operating here. Their esti- 
mates of the refugee population — needed to 
plan food shipments and relief programs — 
fall far short of the government’s. 

Earlier this year, both sides compromised 
on a working number of 700,000 refugees. 
However, Somalia maintains there are more 
than 1 million while some aid workers put the 
number at less than 400,000. 

At Lugh Jeflow, refugee camp commander 
Muhammad Duh said 52,300 tribesmen were 
resident. U.N. officials say 35,000.“ Even the 
day we counted, we couldrft agree,” said Siad 
Esak, 29, a refugee administrator. 
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Refugees 
weather 
Lebanon’ s 
first rains

BEIRUT (AP) — The first winter rains- 
torm had tapered off to a steady drizzle as 
Hikmat Al-Awad stood in his roofless house 
in the Sabra Palestinian refugee camp. 

He kicked at the nibble and pulled out tbe 
torn top half of a tiny gray sweater, its ragged 
edges still clinging to a white plastic clothes 
hanger. " I have no money to build my house 
again. I have no money to replace the clo- 
thing for my four little boys. And today, it 
rains, so 1 am not working," the 30-year-old 
fruit vendor said. 

Rivulets of rainwater ran down the din 
path outside Al- Aw ad’s three -room concrete 
blockhouse and into a nearby street which the 
rain had turned into a muddy brown torrent 
where the current was swift enough to knock 
an unwary wader off his feeL 

Relief workers and Palestinian officials 
estimate that thousands of people like Al- 
Awad are without permanent shelter in 
Beirut because of fast summer's Israeli bom- 
bardment and the additional destruction by 
Christian militiamen in mid- September, after 
the massacre of hundreds of Palestinian and 
Lebanese civilians in Sabra and the adjacent 
Shatila camp. 

The exact number of homeless here is not 
known because most like Al-Awad, appear 
to have moved in with friends or relatives. In 
South Lebanon about 60,000 people are 
homeless, according to the United Nations 
Works and Relief Agency. In Eastern Leba- 
non's Bckaa Valley, an additional 216 
families — or about 1,300 persons — are 
homeless and living in schools and other 
public buildings, according to the Interna- 
tional Red Cross. 

At the Ein Hilweh Palestinian camp out- 
side Sidon, 40 kilometers south of Beirut, the 
LI.N. agency has been trying to put up 2^500 
tents to help homeless families weather the 
next four months of winter, the season when 
almost daily rainstorms waterlog this coun- 
try. So far only about 40 tents have been 
erected, according to Associated Press 
photographer William Foley, who visited the 
camp fast week. Two were burned by camp 
residents as relief workers encountered 
bureaucratic delays and opposition fast 
month from some Palestinians resisting tbe 
impermanent solution of tents. 

Only two families were seen actually living 
in tents at Ein Hilweh, which UNRWA’s 
Frank de Jonge estimated was 30 to 40 per- 
cent destroyed during the Israeli invasion. 

John F. Defeats, director of UNRWA ope- 
rations in Lebanon, said in an interview that 
the refugees face “a miserable situation 
under the present conditions. Even with 
tents, life is going to be very uncomfortable in 
bad winter weather.” He estimated that Ein 
HOweh's population could be as high as 10,000 
to 1*5.000 compared to the 25,000 who were 
registered with the U.N. there before Israel's 
June 6 invasion. 

Relief workers and reporters who have 
toured the refugee camps in Southern and 
Eastern Lebanon and Beirut say they have 
found no one actually living in the open air. 
Families of 1 0 or more persons have crowded 
into the still-standing little houses of their 
relatives, while others have taken shelter in 
sports centers, schools and basement parking 
garages. Still others live m fairly intact cor- 
ners of their mostly destroyed homes. 

“ My house is half and half," a middle-aged 
man in Sabra said. “Half destroyed, half 
okay. I live in the half that's okay.” 

Fruit vendor Al-Awad. his wife and their 
four sons aged seven months to five years 
have moved into room of his aunt's hou£e. 
Al-Awad and a score of other people who 
spoke to this reporter in Sabra all claimed to 
be Lebanese, rather than Palestinian. In 
mid-July during the Israeli siege of West 
Beirut, everyone interviewed on the same 
street said be was Palestinian. 

When asked about this purported absence 
of Palestinians, a gray-haired man replied: 
“ Lebanese, Palestinian, it' s not imponant. It 
rains on us all.”

Mines pollute Philippines valley about sun

; DAVAO CITY, Philippines (Depthnews) 
— American economist Kenneth Boulding 
may have had corporate mining in mind when 
he; coined the term "cowboy economy." 
Boulding s metaphor refers to a "reckless, 
exploitative philosophy toward the environ- 
ment." Its point of departure: "That more 
resources are waiting just over the horizon " 
and that "nature has the boundless capacity 
lo absorb garbage." 

A recent report of the Anthropological 
Society of the Philipines at the Mindanao 
State University in vlarawi City in Southern 
Philippines shows how the philosophy, when 
applied to local conditions, can prove to be 
disastrous ro both man and environment. 

The report was based on an exhaustive 
study on the adverse impact of corporate min- 
ing in Davao del None. The companies 
involved were the North Davao Mining 
Company. Apex vlining Company and 
Sabcna Mining Corporation. These mines 
operate in Davao del None, a mineral and 
timber-rich province some I.UuO kilometers 
sotph of Manila. 

The traumatic experience of residents of 
New Leyte is a dose in point. New Leyte is 
barrio (village) that used to be a fertile valley 
16 kilometers from the town of Maco on the 


Davao Gulf. Endowed with 385 hectares of 
rich soil, a cool mountain climate suitable for 
growing coffee and vegetables, it has also a 
scenic 16-hectare lake which has water for 
crops and a reliable source of fish. Vkavan 
settlers transformed New Leyte from a virgin 
land into one of the most progressive and 
productive areas in the region. 

AU of these changed, however, in 1978 
when the North Davao Mining Company 
(NDMC) took over the area and converted 
the valley into a system of tailings ponds fora 
copper mine. Successfully blunting the peo- 
ple's opposition by a final settlement of 10 
million pesos (51 .2 million), the NDMC also 
asserted a national mandate to bring the ore 
into production. It insisted that it could not 
afford an alternative to the New Leyte site. 

Soon 150 families were dislocated. Some 
50 ethnic members of the Mansaka tribe were 
also asked to move out to give way to an open 
pit mine in Amankan, a village adjoining 
New Leyte. 

Then tragedy struck. One day in October 
19S1, a gigantic mudslide caused by torren- 
tial rains swept over eight company bunk- 
houses built along the Masara River. When 
the rains subsided 200 persons .were found 
dead while countless others were rendered 
homeless. Most of those killed were construc- 
tion workers and their families.

BLOOD PRhSSURt

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have the sort of high blood pressure one can't 
brag about. What f mean is that it's so marginal, there's even a 
question if it is really hypertension. Nevertheless, my doctor is a 
stickler for medication and frequent — checkups in his office. I asked 
him about my getting a blood pressure machine so I could take 
readings at home. He's absolutely against it. I'm on diuretics even 
though my pressure is about 150 over 90. 1 recall that you suggested 
the need for home blood pressure readings in some cases. Do you stlD 
feel that way? — Mrs. V. 

Dear Mrs. V: Td rather not get into the middle of a disagreement 
between patient and doctor, i think you can understand that. But it's 
true there's a need for self-check ups of blood pressure by some 
patients. Many doctors and several reports agree. For example, in a 
recent J A VIA report by Christopher Cottier. Vf.D. and colleagues of 
the Michigan School of Medicine, they found that borderline hyper- 
tensive patients took anti-hypertensive drugs. They measured their 
blood pressure at home and were able to detect accurately small 
changes in pressure. Studies showed that propranolol, for example, 
can lower blood pressure to normal in borderline patients — who can 
effectively monitor their response to medication at home. The read- 
ings are less affected by emotional factors in the doctor's office. 
About 18 million Americans have borderline hypertension — 
slightly above 150 and slightly above a diastolic of 90. Such patients 
arc benefited bv home checkups.

L ERPOOL (IPS): New knowledge about 
the sun has emerged as a resnlt of analyzing 
vibration from it, scientists heard at a Liver- 
pool, norbtwest England, -conference. 

- Dr. Douglas Gough, lecturer in applied 
mathematics and astronomy at Cambridge 
University, told the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science that it is becom- 
ing possible to probe the interior of the sun by 
analyzing solar vibrations. “At present we 
have only limited data, but already . we have 
drawn two important condusions,” he said. 
Sound waves generated in the solar con- 
. vection zone vibrate through tbesun so that it 
behaves like a resonator. It is fikened to the 
air cavity. in .a woodwind or brass musical 
instnimenL^vibi^ting in a sequence of tones. 

Dr. -Godgh said the vibrations were 
detected By measuring the wave-like motion 
that they produce on the sun’s surface. "By 
analyzing them we can learn about conditions 
inthe solar interior,” he explained. “There is 
- - some similarity with a sonar system.” 

The fast conclusion from this analysis con- 
.cerncdtiie chemical. oomposifion of the sun. 
-It has been kntiwn for a long time that hyd- 
rogen and helium, the two most common 
elements in the universe, constitute about 98 
percent.of the sun. But only now have scien- 
. fists bee a able' to measure their relative prop- 
ortions.^' 

He explained: “We have inferred that out- 
side the core of the sun and beneath the sub- 
su^ce ^n vection zone, tfae abnndance of 
helium is about 27 percent by mass. This 
result is. very important for our understanding 

of tfie structure of the sun and other stars.” 
'But there are frithter ramificati ons. It is 
believed that this intermediate reg- 
ion kf the sun is uncontaminated by the pro- 
ducts of the nuclear reactions in' the core, and 
by material that might have fallen into the sun 
from interstellar space. “If that is indeed the 
case.” said Dr. Gough. “We have measured 
the helium abundance of the gas cloud from 
. which the son condensed some 4.7 thousand 
million years ago'. This information is relev- 
ant to our' understanding' of the early stages 
of the evolution of .the universe. It is exciting 
that there arc hints in the vibration data that 
we might even be a^le to dertermine whether 
-the sun has been mixed, and hence whether 
we have , a faithful record of the primordial 
mixture.” • ’ 

The second Conclusion concerned the rota- 
tion of the sun. It appears that tire core of the 
sun rotates fasterthan the surface, but by how 
much is stiB a subject of some controversy. 

. Dr. Gough said information from the vib- 
rations was spares because much of the 
analysis was preliminary and had only been 
carried out in the pajst 12 months. “Neverthe- 
less, data is being acquired rapidly, and I 
predict that in the near future our knowledge 
of the structure of file sun will be consider- 
ably extended. Add as : -a consequence, our 
understanding 6i physics .will be more sec- 
lire.”'

Public opinion pollsshow that Americans 
hold politicians — and congressmen in par- 
ticular — in low esteem. Only 1 6 percent of 
the public had any great respect for con- 
gressmen, according to the most recent sur- 
vey, which put them just above used car 
salesmen and below almost everyone else. 

It’s true that Congress and state legisla- 
tures have their share ofchiselers, stumb- 
febums, and oddballs, but who the bell sent 
them there? You, the voters, did! 

So the problem must be that many of our 
citizens don’t know how to vote! (Those who 
don* t even bother to vote should be shipped 
lo a Polish coal mine, where they would 
swiftly learn to love the free and secret bal- 
lot.) 

The rest of this coloumn. therefore, will 
be spent telling readers HOW TO VOTE: 

1. Keep cool in the booth. 

My research shows that 30.7 percent of 
voters are afflicted by mechano phobia. Half 
of the time, due to fear and confusion, they 
actually vote for a candidate other than the 
one they prefer! 

■ Before voting, ask one ofyour local polit- 
ical parties to let you practice on a demons- 
trator.

Yon have probably beard voters say, 
“ Whatthebell, if that guy can spend millions 
of dollars to get his face on my TV screen 
every hour I'm going to vote for the poor 
slob who is up against all that dough!" This 
is flawed logic. For while it may be that it is 
easier for a camel to go through the eye of a * 
needle than for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of God, it is possible that the rich 
man is better qualified for the office he 
seeks than the poor man. 

On the other hand, if you want to see laws 
passed that will put the brakes on the large- 
scale buying of government (Time 
magazine, 10:25:82) your best is probably 
v the poor man. Resenting his handicap, he 


will be more likely to vote for campaign 
Financing reforms when he gets into office 
— unless, of course, he is bought off by 
well-heeled special interest groups before 
he even has a chance to vote)- 

3. Don't be diverted from the b% issues. 

A conarcsswoman by the name of Mar- 
garet Heckler in Massachusetts is Irytog-to 
beat a congressman by the name ofBardey 
Frank by saying that he voted in favor -of 
vices, mutilation of the American flag, -and 
other bad things. (My files don’t. .show 
whether she has accused him of being.s6ft 
on Communism, but that’s usually. part 0 f 
the package. J 

Barney Frank didn't do any such things, 
but the point here is that such campaign 
tactics do often pay off. Why? Because vot- 
ers are as gullible as their ancestors who 
used ro buy snake oil for all ills. Only magi- 
cians depend more than politicians on 
diverting attention from what they are 
rcailv doing. • 

Think of it this way: Is it likely, that Con- 
gressman X. knowing that he wfltsoonface 
re-election, and dependent on some of the 
world’s most conservative ranstiiUKrni^ Woidd 
actually vote to encourage vices, flag desec- 
ration, street crime, or Communism? Obvi- 
ously not. .• ; 

(What happens is that sleaty colleagues 
force votes on bills that make it appear that 
Congressman X voted for vices. What Con- 
gressman X was Actually doing was voting 
his -conscience — and against laws that 
would violate the Bill of Rights. Sen. Jesse 
Helms, a man who could sell snake oil 
to snakes, specializes in this particular ploy. 
And the citizens who are being bambopded 
send him large sums of money to 'coritmot 
his work!) - 

4. Do not vote against a candidate because 
he voted a salary raise for himself : : - V 

One of the few issues, 'about ’ which 
Americans work up a real case of quivering 
indication is legislative pay raises: The 
result is that some good and able and honest 
congressmen have quit to work elsewhere 
for more money, fewer hours, and a lot less 
abuse. 

The crooks, of course, who! earn 
megabucks on the side through sleazy.deals, 
stay in Congress and piously vote against 
salary increases.
